This  report  contains  estimates  of  the  number  and  distribution 
by  States  of  tractors,  combines,  cornpickers,  milking  machines, 
motortrucks  and  automobiles  on  farms  in  the  United  States  for 
January  1,  1953,  with  comparisons  for  earlier  years  • 

Estimates  for  January  1,  1953,  are  based  on  returns  from  a 
special  schedule  sent  to  crop  correspondents  of  the  Agricultural 
Marketing  Service  in  February  1953;  domestic  shipments  of  farm 
machines  reported  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census;  and  miscellaneous 
other  data,  indicating  changes  in  machine  numbers  since  the  1950 
Census  of  Agriculture® 

Returns  from  crop  correspondents , which  numbered  about  23,000, 
were  summarized  in  the  Production  Economics  Research  Branch  of  the 
Agricultural  Research  Service*  Numbers  of  machines  reported  by  the 
crop  correspondents  were  expanded  to  State  totals  by  size  of  farm 
classes®  State  indications  for  tractors  and  other  farm  machines 
were  then  adjusted  to  national  estimates,  which  were  based  largely 
on  the  record  of  domestic  shipments  since  1950  with  allowances  for 
junked  machines,  and  changes  in  dealers*  stocks®  As  judgment 
entered  into  the  derivation  of  the  State  estimates,  they  should 
be  considered  only  as  approximations  of  the  numbers  of  specified 
items  on  farms®
